The Board of Education has 
recommended that the 
school tax rate of $1.01 for each

* two-year deficit of $8,320,000 un- 
der the 89-cent rate. 

Operation of free kindergar- 
tens, begun here in 1873, is not 
required by state law, placing the 
kindergarten program high on the 
list of school services in which 
economy measures would be pos- 
sible, Kottmeyer pointed out. 

Salaries of 171 kindergarten 
teachers totaled $498,214 last 
year, with an increase to $600,000 
annually planned in the next fis- 
cal year, due to increased enroll- 
ment in kindergartens and nor- 
mal wage increments. 

Classrooms. in the city’s 116 
kindergartens are among the most 
oyercrowded in the system, Kott- 
meyer said. Average daily enroll- 
ment in each class is more than 
61 students. Educators recom- 
mend classroom enrollment of 30 
to 40 students for best teaching 
results. 

Value of the kindergarten pro- 
gram was cited in statements by 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey and Miss Jennie 
Wahlert, consultant in education. 

“Research tells us that the first 
five years of a child’s life is the 
most important period, because it 
is then that the child learns the 
habits and attitudes which will 
lead him in later life,” Miss Wahl- 
ert declared. , 

Transition Period. 

“The kindergarten is the period 
which helps the child to make the 
transition from home to school. 
In this year he learns to adjust 
to the world around him, to go 
from dependency to independence. 

“The child needs the careful 
guidance of well-trained, under- 
standing teachers, the type which 
the St. Louis school system tries 
to provide. 

“If the kindergartens were cur- 
tailed or eliminated, St. Louis 
would take an 80-year step back- 

ward.“ 

The role of kindergartens in 
preparing children to learn to 
read were cited by Superintend- 
ent Hickey, who said the program 
“is perhaps of greater value today 
than in 1873.” 

Approval of the proposed tax 
increase was urged last night in 
radio addresses by James C. Cook, 
executive secretary of the Pine 
Street Y. M. C. A., and Charles J. 
Dyer, a member of the Board of 
Education. 

“The quality of education for 
the youth of our community will 
be lowered if the tax increase is 
not approved,” Cook said in a 
talk over Station KSTL. 

Transportation Cited.

erippled and handicapped chil- 
‘dren were cited by Dyer in an 
address on Station KXOK. “Some 
of these children could not at- 
tend school if they had to use 
ordinary means of transporta- 
tion,” he said.

PAYS BIRD LA FINE 


$300 Penalty Assessed After 
He Pleads Guilty of Exceed- 
ing Duck Limit. 


Eberhard Anheuser, chairman of 
the board of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
was fined $300 today by United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen after pleading guilty of vio- 
lating the migratory bird act by 
exceeding the daily bag limit on 
ducks, 

Anheuser and a 15-year-old rel- 
ative were arrested last Dec. 13. 
They had 15 dead ducks in their 
possession. Federal and state laws 
limit the daily bag to four ducks 
per person. 

Following the arrests, Victor A. 
Blazevic, United States game man- 
agement agent, reported that both 
hunters signed statements admit- 
ting they had shot the ducks. 
Blazevic said he watched An- 
heuser fire at ducks at the Busch 
hunting lodge at St. Peters, Mo., 
and saw the youth and a chauf- 
feur load them into a truck. 

“This is the only time in 52 
years of hunting that I have been 
charged with violating tHe law,” 
Anheuser, who is 72 years old, told 
Judge Hulen. 

“Did you shoot the ducks?” the 
judge asked. “Yes,” Anheuser 
answered. 

Judge Hulen then turned to 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Herbert H. Freer and inquired, 
“What is the maximum penalty?” 
Freer said it was a fine of $500 
and six months’ imprisonment; 
— Judge Hulen fined Anheuser

Robert A. Moore, dean of the 
Washington University School f 
Medicine, 

Dr. Moore addressed the an- 
nual. dinner meeting of the 


American Association of Pathol- 
ogists and Bacteriologists at Ho- 
tel Jefferson. Washington Uni- 
versity is host to the three-day 
meeting as part of the univer- 
sity’s centennial observance. 
When cholera broke out at 
Caleutta, India, in 1840, Dr. 
Moore said, the event had little 
interest for St. Louisans who, of} € 
course, were unaware that nine 
years later the disease would 
cause the deaths of one of every 
10 persons here. The speaker 
traced the course of the cholera 
germ across the world. 


Opium Trade. 


“The East India Co. had for 
almost a century,” Dr. Moore re- 
counted, “held a moné@poly on 
the export of opium from India. 
Despite a prohibition on impor- 
tation by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, the trade in 1830 amounted 
to more than 2,500,000 pounds. 
In March 1839 all foreigners 
were forbidden to leave Canton 
and all opium on shore and on 
ships in the harbor was seized. 
The value of this opium was e: 
mated to be $10,000,000. 

“The British Lion was irked 
by this summary action and Eng- 
land declared war. British. sol- 
diers set sail from Calcutta. 
Cholera was on the way. Mild 
to severe epidemics broke out in 
the Indies and in the port cities 
of China. Britain won the war 
and secured cession of Hong 
Kong — and left cholera in 
China.” 

From China, the germ pro- 
province, following trade routes 
to Bukhara and ere south- 
ern Russia by 1846. One million 
Russians died. In 1848, year of 
political and social revolution, in 
Germany, cholera went with Ger- 
mans who sought better fortunes 
in the new world. 

Carried to New Orleans.

Uirtight Metal bets e250 Feet 
In Diameter Will House Atomic 
Engine of Submarine for Test 


Big Ball Intended t 
Gases if Accident 


o Contain Dangerous 
Occurs at Site Near 


Schenectady—Molten Metal to Be Piped 
to Steam Turbines.

submarine containing a complete atomic propulsion system will 
slide into a fantastic steel sphere. 

The great steel ball will house the “submarine intermediate 


reactor” during its test. 
There are other things about 
the project that are just as star- 


1. A metal becomes a free- 
flowing liquid. 
2. A powerful pump has no 


1 parts. 

3. Electronic watchdogs, alert 
for danger, are poised to shut 
off the atomic engine in a split- 


sion, the Navy, the General Elec- 
trie Co., the Chicago Bridge and 
Iron Co., General Dynamics Corp. 
and other contractors and sub- 
contractors. They are assembling 
the nuclear engine and the elabo- 
rate test and safety system that 
goes with it. 
Sphere a Safety Device. 

It is a first full-scale, power- 
ful atomic reactor to be built 
close to two cities and several 
large villages. ‘This accounts for 
the steel sphere—250 feet in di- 
ameter—a device intended to con- 
fine any contaminated gases 
which might be generated in an 
accident. 

The atomic reactor is one of 
two types which will serve as pat- 
terns for sea-going versions to be 
installed in two submarines. 

It is called an “intermediate” 
reactor because of the intermedi- 
ate speed of neutrons produced 
in its fission process—faster than 

e neutrons of a thermal reactor 
being built for the other subma- 
rine, slower than the ultra-fast 
neutrons released in certain labo- 
ratory experiments. 

At least in theory the inter- 
mediate reactor here may have 
some advantages: 

1. Higher energy neutrons 
are not so readily absorbed by 
conventional metals used in 
the structure of the reactor or 
steam generating unit. 

2. liquid metal and no- 
moving-parts pump may save 
space and weight. 

Because the neutron energy of 
the intermediate reactor is rea- 
sonably high, more or less con- 
= metals can be used in 


structure. 

Construction Under Way. 
The reactor is being fabricated 

at the Knolle atomic power — 


der contract by General Electric. 

When all materials are on hand, 
they will be taken to the West 
Milton test site, 18 miles to the 
north. 

It is there craftsmen are put- 
ting together the biggest metal 
ball ever made. When completed, 
there will be more than five 
miles of welding to hold the 
plates together. The steel arrives 
in curved plates, is welded into 
sections ranging up to 36 by 32 
feet and weighing about 50,000 
pounds, and hoisted aloft by a 


crane which towers up from the 
center of the sp sphere. 

The 3850-ton ball will support 
its own weight, but 26 steel col- 
umns will steady it against the 
wind. 

Two permanent entrances, each 
an “airlock,” are being built into 
the ball—one for bringing in re- 
actor fuel, material and equip- 
ment; the second for passage of 
workers. The ball must be air- 


tight. 

At its base is a section of a 
hull like that which will be the 
submarine Sea Wolf. The hull 
section has few unusual construc- 
tion characteristics. 

Liquid Metal. 

From this “fire room,” heavily 
shielded to hold back dangerous 
radiation, will leave the pipeline 
to transfer the atomic-generated 
heat to the steam turbine system 
in the engine room aft. 

The heat transfer metal is 
sodium, a silvery substance which 
melts at a temperature a little 
below that of boiling water. 

Mercury might have been a 
better heat exchanger than s0- 
dium, but mercury absorbs neu- 
trons and sodium has an extreme- 
ly low absorption factor. 

To flow the melted sodium 
through the pipe, the designers 
have come up with the curious 
“electromagnetic pump,” which 
uses electrical induction. 

Advantages of ‘the pump in- 
clude its flat, compact form which 
will meet the tight space require- 
ments of a submarine. Because 
there are no moving parts, it is 
easy to seal against leakage. 

But if a line carrying sodium 
should rupture, released sodium 
might come into contact with wa- 
ter. Sodium mixed with water 
generates swiftly into a gas, with 
rapid increase of pressure. More- 
over, the sodium would be radio- 
active.

Malenkov is a young man, and 
he is not a revolutionary at all.

No one believes that Malenkov's 
objectives will differ in essence 
from Stalin’s, but this ruthless,

School Progress or Decay? 


There will be two school elections next Tues- 
day but only one issue: the future of public 
education in St. Louis, 

If the people desire to maintain a first class 
school system, they will be obliged to authorize 
a higher tax to support it. And if they want to 
protect that investment in their children from 
dissipation by the political spoilsmen, they will 
have to exercise great care in filling the four 
School Board seats that are at stake. 

The tax proposal is in effect a twofold appeal. 
The citizen who gives it his approva) will be si- 
multaneously reauthoriging the 1951 increase of 
12 cents, which is due to expire in May, and 
permitting a furthér rise of 14 cents. This would 
enable the schools to levy $1.15 for the next two 


- years. 


Greater tax revenue is essential to maintain 

current salaries of teachers and other school 
employes; to cover increased costs growing out 
of anticipated larger enrollments; to meet the 
inflated prices of textbooks and other supplies, 
and to pay for educational television activities 
now under development. It also could provide 
some teachers with slightly higher salaries. 
. But if the tax proposal fails, the rate will drop 
automatically to the 89-cent maximum which the 
School Board is permitted to levy without a vote 
of the people. Since each cent of tax produces 
somewhat in excess of $150,000 in revenue, de- 
feat of the proposal would force the School 
Board to slash anticipated expenditures by some 
$4,000,000 a year. 

That certainly would point to reduced salaries 
for every teacher and employe of the schools, 
as well as drastic cuts in educational services. 
Under these circumstances, it ig Hkely that serv- 
ices would suffer even more than salaries be- 
cause of the obvious difficulty of persuading 
union employes to work for unrealistic wages 
in today's economy. 

To say that failure of the tax campaign would 
hurt the schools is an understatement. It would 
be a blow that would shake the system to its 
very foundations, and the real losers would be 

e children. It must not happen, 

At the same time, though, the prudent voter 
will want to assure himself that his tax money 
will be carefully spent, that opportunities for 
economy and efficiency in school op- 
erations will not go begging, and that the po- 
litical wire-pullers will be kept at arm's length. 

He can do this by selecting from the field of 
10 School Board candidates the four who ap- 
pear most likely to stand up for a more efficient 
and completely non-political approach to school 
problems. In our opinion five of the candidates 
would do just that. 

They are the four candidates sponsored by the 
Citizens’. School Improvement Committee-—Wil- 
liam Charles, Louis H. Antoine, Daniel L. Schia- 
fly and Lemoine Skinner Jr —and the Rer. 
Joseph W. Nicholson, who is seeking to become 
the first elected member of the board from 
the city’s Negro community. 

The fact that more good men have offered 
themselves for service than there are vacancies 
is a gain for the voter. But he will have to be 
careful that he marks his ballot for no more 
than four of them. If he votes for all five, his 
ballot will be thrown out. 

The schools are at the crossroads. The route 
they are to take is literally in the hands of the 


‘people. If they want to assure the children the 


educational opportunities that is their due, the 
choice is clear: Vote FOR THE LEVY by scratch- 
ing out the words AGAINST THE LEVY. 

And if they want to assure themselves of in- 
telligence, judgment and integrity on the School 
Board, they ought to elect four men like Mr. 
Charles, Mr. Antoine, Mr. Schlafly, Mr. Skinner 
—or the Rev. Mr. Nicholson. 
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An Investment in Bi-State 
The Bi-State Development Agency is asking

Some day Bi-state may be found to be the 
ideal agency to operate all bridges in this area, 
to operate a unified metropolitan transit system 
and to aid in the planning or financing of ex- 
pressways. Because it is potentially one of the 
most vital instrumentalities of metropolitan de- 
velopment, it should receive the friendly aid of 
the Legislatures in its infant years.

The action 
began in February when the International Union

After that, action came quickly, The interna- 
tional took control of the Teamsters’ Joint Coun- 
cil, representing 21 locals, and promoted a mer- 
ger of two locals representing freight truck driv- 
ers and handlers, Meanwhile it was found that 
Rolla (Blackie) Dean and William (Bozo) Rem- 
phry, two former convicts, were on the Joint 
Council’s payroll. They were promptly swept off. 

The Teamsters’ International acted quietly but 
with determination, and St, Louis has been given 
a swift example of how labor can clear its ranks 
of gangland influence. 
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Speeding Along the Berlin Road 

Traffic was moving along the Autobahn from 
Berlin to Helmstedt, entry port of Western Ger- 
many, almost as smoothly as automobiles and 
trucks were making the run from St. Louis to 
Columbia.

States Supreme Court making State of 
California defendant. 


1946: Congress passes a permanent fed- 
eral quitclaim bill giving states title. Presi- 
dent Truman vetoes bill, stating that Con- 
gress is “not an appropriate forum to de- 
termine the legal issues now pending be- 
fore the Court.” 

1947: Supreme Court rules, 6 to 2, that 
“the Federal Government rather than the 
state has paramount rights in and power 


over that belt, an incident to which is full 
dominion over the resources of the soil un- 
der that water area, including oil.“ But as 
to power to dispose of public lands, includ- 
ing offshore lands, “the constitutional pow- 
er of Congress . is without limitation.” 


1948: House votes new quitclaim bill, 257 
to 20, but bill is not taken up in Senate. 


1950: United States Supreme Court rules. 


4 to 3, that the Federal Government has 
“paramount rights to and full dominion 
and power over” lands under marginal 
seas off Texas: also rules, 7 40 0, United 
States has rights to lands off Louisiana. 
Neither decision determines title to lands. 


1952: The states, not the Federal Gov- 
ernment, should have title to offshore oil 
lands, Gen. Eisenhower declares in letter 
made public in Texas (April 25), Congress 
again adopts quitclaim bill. In vetoing, 
President Truman declares: “I see no good 
reason for the Federal vernment to 
make an outright gift, for benefit of a 
few coastal states, of property interests 
worth billions of dollars—property inter- 
ests which belong to 155,000,000 people.” 
Eisenhower says he has read Supreme 
Court ruling, is willing to go along pend- 
ing new legislation (June 9).

The Navy’s Rickover Case

On July 7, 1952, Capt. Hyman George 
Rickover was given a Navy citation for his 
work in developing the world's first atomic 
submarine. The citation read: “He has ac- 
complished the most important piece of 
development in the history of the Navy.” 

The following day the Navy’s selection 
board passed him over for promotion to 
rear admiral. Since it was the second time 
he had been passed over, it meant under 
Navy rules that he would be forced to 
retire in June of 1953 at the age of 53. 


The selection board, which has the final 


say on promotions, operates in secret. It 
has never osed, and probably never 
will disclose, why Rickover was rejected. 
One unofficial explanation was that the 
board felt Rickover’s experience, largely 
in engineering, was too specialized” to 


warrant his promotion to flag rank. Being 
a loyal Navy man, Capt. Rickover said 
nothing to embarrass his superiors. Never- 
theless,-word of his impending retirement 
leaked out and Representative Yates 
(Dem.), Illinois, a Navy veteran of World 
War II, interested himself in the case. As 
u result of the fight subsequently waged 
by Yates to keep Rickover in service, the 
new Secretary of Navy, Robert B. Ander- 
son, has been able to take steps. Unless 
there is a slip-up, iRckover will be ig the 
Navy for somé time to come. 

It be argued, of course, that all’s 
well that ends well. But many Americans 
are going to wonder if perhaps the Navy’s 
present system of pramotion and retire- 
ment shouldn't be overhauled to make 
sure there are no more Rickover cases.

Eavesdropping on Evil 


THE WEST PIER, by Patrick Hamilton. (Doubleday, 
286 pqs., $3.) 


“An inspired and trenchant study of 
evil,” the publishers say of this book, and 
if we open it with the idea that we will 
see good fighting evil we will indeed be 
disappointed. For Hamilton's world is one 
of malice and treachery, cruelty, sadism 
and deceit, ‘a world so purely devoid of 
good that the evil in it is as unreal as the 
setting itself. 


If Ernest Ralph Gorse spends his child- 
hood fomenting trouble between 
schoolmates and puncturing bicycle tires 
with a large pin on his way home from 
school, and his late teens betraying sup- 
posed friends and corrupting and robbing 
a beautiful girl, this seems hardly shock- 
ing when the tone of the book takes such 
behavior for granted, 
giving us no contrast 
or possible criterion. 

There is, indeed, 
no one in the book 
who does not act in 
a similar way, and 
the author makes it 
quite clear that those 
in it who are not 
knaves are, to say 
the least, fools, 

If “The West Pier” 
attempts what Gra- 
ham Greene has al- 
ready accomplished, 
in “Brighton Rock,” 
and if Hamilton's 
book fails, particularly in its conception of 
evil, it seems also regrettably inadequate. 
It is almost impossible not to come to the 
conclusion that the author despises his 
characters. If he does not like them, is 
not interested in them, how could we be? 


Why should we trouble ourselves about 
a hero dismissed by his author with scath- 
ing dislike? Why should we feel pity for 
a girl represented to us, with disdain, as a 
fool? -It seems to Hamilton's belief 
that members of the working class and 
lower middle class are invariably unintel- 
ligent, dull and in a rather dazed way, 
Sexually promiscuous and cut out in an 
unvarying pattern. 3 

As if this were not evident from his 
characterization, he points it out constant 
ly, theorizing irritatingly before and after 
each scene. 

In an “Author’s Note” at the be 
of the book, we are told that “The We 
Pier” is the first of a series of novels 
dealing with the character of Ernest Ralph 
Gorse, I hope that it will be possible for 
Hamilton to conceive, while writing the 
volumes to follow, a greater understanding 
of and sympathy for his hero, his charac- 
ters and their environment. 


I hope he will bring to these books per- 
haps a wish to create a real world and 
real 2 rather than reporting upon a 
world untouched by imaginative under- 
standing, ae (as he suggests 
we do to verify the accuracy of his re- 
porting) on a world of half-baked emo 
tions.

CITY ART MUSEUM 
BUYS SIXTEENTH 
CENTURY TAPESTRY 


An early sixteenth century 
Flemish tapestry depicting the re- 
moval of Christ from the cross 
has been acquired for $8500 by 
City Art Museum and is now on 
display in sculpture hall, it’ was 
announced today. 

The tapestry, about 10 feet 
square, shows the Virgin Mary 
and St. John the Divine support- 
ing the body of Christ at the base 
of the cross. Museum Director 
Perry T. Rathbone said its “beauty 
of design, brilliance of color ahd 
remarkable state of preservation 
make the tapestry one of the few 
of its kind in America.” 

It was purchased from Baron 
C. F. von Tucher of Munich, Ger- 
many, whose uncle had acquired 
it in Spain in 1870. The tapestry 
had been on the list of privately- 
owned works of art whose export 
was forbidden by the German gov- 
ernment before World War II.

HELD AT JEFFERSON CITY 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 3 
(AP)—Funeral se were held 
here yesterday for’ William H. 
Holmes, state auditor who died 
Tuesday. Burial was at Rolla 
cemetery. 


Some 400 persons attended the 
services at the Presbyterian 
Church, including 150 honorary 
pallbearers.

“The ability of scientists to dis- 
cover new drugs and the skill of 
modern chemical engineers to 
produce the products,” he ob- 
served, “appear to be exceeded 
only by the capacity of the human 
organism to consume that which 
is offered.” 

In 1951, Dr. Feldman said, the 
United States produced a record 
73,543,000 pounds of synthetic 
chemicals for medicinal use, an 
increase of 49 per cent over 1950. 
That included 13,481,000 pounds 
of aspirin, 6,411,000 pounds of 
the sulfa drugs. and 1,286,000 
pounds of such antibiotics as crys- 
talline penicillin. 


“Drugs that are ordinarily well 
tolerated when used in acute in- 
fections when only a relatively 
few doses are necessary,” he said. 
“may, when used for prolonged 
or indefinite periods, have an ac- 
cumulative toxic effect. Such ef- 
fects may escape detection until 
irreversible harm has been done.” 

The speaker expressed satisfac- 
tion that a substantial portion 
of the St. Louis meeting is de- 
voted to consideration of struc- 
tural changes that sometimes oc- 
cur with extensive use of microbe- 
killing agents unknown 10 years 
ago.

Col. Elliott Says to >. Change 
‘Them Would Simply 
‘Transfer Trouble.’ 


Construction of expressways in 
St. Louis necessarily will cause 
some disruption of neighborhoods 
through which the highways are 
built, Col. Malcolm Elliott, retired 
Army engineer and designer of 
the es expressway plan for 
the city, said today. 
Speaking at an Optimist Club 
luncheon at Hotel Statler, Col. 
Elliott responded to critics of the 
plan with the comment that to 
change the routes as proposed 
will mean simply “transferring 
the trouble from where it now is 
to somewhere else.” 
He described the three major 
routes planned—the Mark Twain 
expressway on th enorth, Daniel 
Boone on the west and Ozark on 
the south—and said they were 
chosen with a view of providing 
the most good to the largest num- 
ber of residents. 
Other factors of primary impor- 
tance were construction at the 
lowest possible cost and displace- 
ment of the smallest possible 
number of families, he said. 
The matter of displacement was 
a most difficult problem, he point- | 
ed out, because the city is almost 
entirely surrounded by thickly 
populated suburbs. 
Some of the most vigorous ob- 
jectors to the plan would be 
among those profiting most from 
the proximity of the highway, 
which would provide quick access 
downtown, he added. 
He acknowledged that the 
routes proposed were “not the 
only’ ones worthy of considera- 
tion,” but were intended as a 
framework for planning. 
Referring to the Daniel Boone 
route, which passes through Clay- 
ton and University City, he said 
it was selected because, by using 
the old Rock Island railroad 
right-of-way, from 500 to 1000 
fewer residences would be affect- 
ed than by using the proposed 
Richmond Heights - Maplewood 
route. 
A vital consideration in ex- 
pressway planning, he asserted, 
is the separate but intimately re- 
lated matter of parking. Major 
trafficways, providing quick ac- 
cess to the downtown area, will 
be of little value unless adequate 
off-street parking is available 
downtown, he said.

What Not to Read

One important don't“ is a rather obvious one—not to 
read excessively frightening stories to extremely sensitive chil- 
dren, One little girl we knew of wouldn't sleep in the same 
room with her Red Riding Hood book. She placed it out in 
the hallway every night and carefully shut her door. -

ANOTHER “DON’T” is not to force the classics on chil- 
dren—particularly before they are ready to enjoy them. 
“Treasure Island” and “Tom Sawyer” dre often introduced 
‘much too early. And one of the writers had a particularly 
dreary interlude with Pilgrim's Progress.” Many of the 
classics are best enjoyed, even when it is time for them, if 
read aloud rather than read alone by the child. 
“Alice in Wonderland” is loved by some children—but 
many do not seem to care for Alice. Some still very much 
favor fairy tales, but, for many, modern tales of space ships 
and rockets, or undersea activities, have taken their place. 
Just a word here about the excess amount of “cleaning 
up” of fairy tales and other old stories which went on a few 
years back—not quite so much recently. Sturdy-minded chil- 
dren often very much enjoy the parts about bad people best 
of all—vicariously experiencing the ess for themselves. 
We are reminded of the rhyme: 
* “And are the children naughty 
| “Or are the children good?” 
“Oh, very bad indeed,” said she.

The idea for a surrey and han- 
som service in park came to 
Cervantes, as nearly as he can 
remember, on a Friday morning 
in the middle of January.

About that time there was a 
story in the paper saying Cer- 
vantes wanted vehicles, and it 
seemed to arouse the sympathetic 
interest of a large part of the 
population. Letters started com- 
ing from everywhere, and it be- 
gan to appear there was hardly 
an old barn or stable in the 
country that didn’t harbor a 
handsome hansom. Everyone 
wanted to be helpful. 


One man wrote that if Al was 
desperate, he remembered when 
coming to St. Louis by train, 
passing a dump heap outside 
Springfield, III., where there were 
two buggies with wheels still in- 
tact. A lot of other people wrote 
just to say how much they liked 
the idea. 


Cervantes soon assembled a 
collection of vehicles which in- 
cludes a couple of hansoms, a 
beautiful lady’s phaeton, and sev- 
eral surreys with the fringe on 
top. He employed Claude Musick, 


a stableman who has worked for 
a number of horse breeders and 
fanciers in the Middle West. Mu-

project as Cervantes. 


One of the first problems that 
arose was that of buggy tires. 
After some inquiry they found 
that they could get the work done 
by a small factory in Lawrence- 
burg, Ind., one of the few places 
in the country still making horse- 
drawn equipment. 

Musick started rounding up 
horses, and they now have seven. 
The horses, with the vehicles, are 
stabled at the barns in Forest 
Park where the city used to keep 
the horses for the mounted cops.

hand, but that was the case in 
this deal. 

South, dealer.

West opened the jack ae clubs. 
Declarer won with the king and, 
correctly analyzing that there was 
no hope of fulfilling the contract 
without running the diamond suit, 
he immediately took the diamond 
finesse. East won and led back a 
club, and West collected six club 
tricks, defeating the vulnerable 
contract three tricks. 

I haven't the faintest wish to 
imply that declarer should have 
guessed that the diamond king 
would fall on the ace. The fact 
remains, however, that he over- 
looked two separate and distinct 
opportunities for safety plays. 
First, on the conclusion that 
West's vulnerable three-level over 
call might very well have been 
based on a seven-card suit, South 
might have refusec to win the 
first trick, so that if . 
diamond king and no ore than 
two clubs, the defender: would 
find their communications cut. 
Actually, if declarer had let the 
club jack hold the first trick, suc- 
cessful defense would have been 
out of the question. 

But even after failing to make 
this safety play, declarer could 
have recovered by using a differ- 
ent type in respect to the diamond 
suit. It was not important wheth- 
er he made five or six diamond 
tricks; the vital point was to keep 
East off lead and prevent a club 
return, Thus, after winning the 
first trick, if the diamond king 
was right South could afford to 
cash the ace and make West a 
present of the king. If it was 
wrong, there was little declarer 
could do about it (after passing up
